| BRISTOL OUTING 

» It was so long since I last attended 
the RIBA’s Conference that I had for- 
gotten just what froth and _ silly 
»amiable nonsense the whole business 
‘was. Certainly this’ year’s conference 
at Bristol, the Architectural Society of 
'which, as the second eldest daughter 
of the RIBA, is celebrating its cen- 
tenary this year, was as well arranged 
pas ever. The efforts made by Bath 
and Bristol to please the six hundred 
| odd delegates were as charming as 
they were satisfying. Where else could 
a conference be entertained in a Wig- 
' wam by Savages? By songs of nut- 
brown ale and of the beauties of the 
West Country, subjects so obviously 
appropriate to the audience, as were 
the verses which followed, on a Dodo 


Dado. Where else could delegates 
dance half the night beside green and 
gently steaming baths, and yet, so 
decorous were they, or anxious to 
preserve their boiled shirts, neither fall 
nor push each other in? What other 
towns could provide a retiring Presi- 
dent with so many hoary Punch-old 
puns, in a speech which, with one sour 
exception, left not a dry eye at the 
dinner table? And who but archi- 
tects and their wives, aware of the 
value of a photographic record, could 
stand, as the photographer said, be- 
tween each others heads for twenty 
minutes while waiting for the 
traversing camera to go whirring by. 


Life for this columnist was as full 
of good food, drink, speeches and 
sightseeing as Bristol hospitality and 
efficient organization could make it. 
My social round was harassed only 
by journalists and photographers, two 
of which, I regret to state, being, so 
to speak, on my own side, and by the 
startled stares of Bristol policemen, 
who had obviously not been briefed to 
expect the wild long-haired bohemian 
types who swept screaming through 
the city until past two o’clock in the 
morning. (Bristol and Bath folk, 
urged by Willie Winkie Watch Com- 


mittees, are all home by ten, or eleven 
at the latest.) 


I come now to the Conference 
proper: the two papers which are the 
formal excuses for the annual outing. 
Lionel Brett’s paper on the new city 
centres of Europe, published in part, 
I’m told, elsewhere in this week’s 
JOURNAL, but really needing dozens of 
large-scale illustrations of plans to 
accompany the text, was excellently 
delivered and fascinating to listen to. 
It is only to be regretted that more 
time was not allowed for discussion 
afterwards. On the other paper, how- 
ever, my reactions were not so happy. 
The Earl of Rosse spoke on the 
Preservation of Historic Buildings, 
accompanied by slides projected from 
a loudly hissing machine. The paper 
was more in the nature of a lecture 
to the converted or the unconvertable. 
Surely the architectural profession has 
made up its mind one way or the 
other by now on the question of 
preservation. A lecture from the 
chairman of the Georgian Group, is 
as the Earl of Rosse said, a lecture by 
an amateur to experts (not being by 
nature tactful I would prefer to use 
the word “ professional” rather than 
“expert ”) and, though competently 
handled, is surely not a most vital and 
pressing subject today, when so much

SWITZERLAND: BY KIDDER SMITH 

“Just dip, dear, don’t get absorbed,” 
quoted the harassed  sub-editor, 
anxiously waiting for this week’s 
notes, as he handed me for review the 
luxuriously bound and printed copy of 
Switzerland Builds,* by the American 
architect*G. E. Kidder Smith. Un- 
fortunately the warning was in vain, 
for it is impossible to open this book 
without becoming engrossed. There 
ate, to delight the eyes, the finest series 
of photographs under one cover which 
I have seen for a long time. Indeed 
I cannot immediately recall any book 
which gives so exciting and funda- 
mental a picture of a country’s archi- 
tecture within the compass of a single 
volume. As Giedion says in his in- 
troduction, Kidder Smith’s greatest 
merit is that he destroys the sham 
romantic aspect which has done so 
much harm to the understanding of 
Switzerland. Time and again he 
makes the point that good contem- 
porary design is stimulated by a study 
of native or vernacular building. 


* 


This traditional functionalism is 
simply derived from the inter-action of 
tools and methods of production on the 
materials to hand. The impact of 
giddy fashion is not felt strongly at 
these lowly levels, with a result that 
the designs have a simple forthright 
quality which tends to make the archi- 
tectural styles appear as unreal as a 
pastry-cook’s dream world. All the 
best of the buildings illustrated have 
this quality of inevitableness, and, as 
with much of the contemporary Scan- 
dinavian designs, it is to be hoped that 
this modern Swiss work which can 
fairly be described as the continuation

of the simple functional tradition, will 
not be destroyed by further vain 
searches for international or any other 
form of style. I have two slight 
criticisms of this book: firstly, I think 
it is a pity that not all the plans have 
been re-lettered in English; and 
secondly, that the subjects illustrated 
in colour might have been more care- 
fully chosen to show the deliberate use 
of colour in buildings. This is a sub- 
ject on which architects have a lot 
to learn, and I am~ sorry to see an 
opportunity pass without a lesson 
being taught.

My illustration this week is taken 


from the section on contemporary 
housing. It shows low cost workers’ 
housing near the Lake of Zurich, and 
the plan indicates the low standard of 
floor areas for living rooms which is 
permitted. Whether the _ effective 
living area compares so badly with 
that of comparable low cost housing 
in this country is a different matter. 
On the other hand, of the careful 
attention to detailed design and site 
layout there can be no doubt.

To sum up, this is a book which all 
can enjoy, and, in addition, it has a 
very significant story to tell the 
architect.

ASTRAGAL 
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THE LIVE AND THE DEAD 


HE Festival of Britain organizers are to be congratulated 
for their foresight in 1948 when the decision was 
made to incorporate in three-dimensional form an 

exhibition of architecture, town-planning and building research 
in relation to the everyday life of the people. For the first 
time a living community comprising houses, flats, schools, 
churches, shops, public houses and open spaces will form a 
part of a great exhibition. Some of the buildings will be 
completed and occupied, the remainder will be in course of 
erection, giving the public the opportunity to study various 
stages of building progress, and about 300 families will be 
living in, or moving into, the neighbourhood while the exhibi- 
tion is open. To achieve the replanning of this heavily bomb- 
damaged site of 30 acres collaboration was required between 
the Festival, the LCC, who are undertaking the replanning 
of the area, the Poplar Borough Council, Roman Catholic ° 
authorities, brewers, and others. It is an achievement that 
this collaboration, as we were told at the Press conference on 
June 6, has been successful and amicable, because this is 
probably the first occasion when so many different buildings 
have been designed simultaneously by such a number of 
architects under the guidance of a team of planners. 

In addition to the permanent buildings, the FOB, at the cost — 
of £240,000, has arranged a group of temporary exhibition 
structures, notably the Building Research Pavilion, which 
will demonstrate, by means of a nearly full size model of a 
portion of a “‘ jerry built ” house, what happens when certain 
fundamental principles of good building have not been carried 
out. Small units will also illustrate various characteristics in 
building, such as stability, noise, heating, etc., and finally 
how building research is organized in this country. 

The stage is set and the cast includes the names of many 
well-known architects, so we might reasonably expect that as 
such a golden opportunity has presented itself we should see 
something new in planning, design, building construction, 
materials and economic methods. Here, however, the dead 
hand of official committees steps in, “each architect was 
asked to conform to the general massing and grouping already 
agreed on, and, in the case of the housing blocks, to a fairly 
definite allocation of the different types as well... the 
architects restrained their freedom of design to the extent necessary 
to achieve the unity of the whole group.” ‘This phrase, from the 
official Press hand-out, suggests the cause of disappointment. 
It suggests not that the architects and planners were combining 
as a group to work out the latest and most advanced designs 
possible, but that they were having to adjust their standards 
to a common level which suited the officials concerned. 

Here, in Lansbury, will be the architecture and town planning 
that we are to show the world in 1951. The designs so far 
produced show, with one or two exceptions, a competent 
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piece of town planning, a study of the needs of the people, 
and some interesting public buildings as good as any com- 


parable work in the country today. 


But why is so much 


of it so timid? Why is there so little experiment, so small 
an effort to show what should be expected in future develop- 


ments ? 


It would be an exaggeration to compare the studies 


of Le Corbusier, who has stated that he is convinced that it 
is possible to house 400 persons:-per acre in excellent living 
conditions with only 12 per cent. of the ground used for 
buildings, with the Lansbury neighbourhood, but Le Corbusier 
is at least putting many of his ideas into practice in his 


Marseilles flats. 


We do not necessarily advocate Corbusier’s 


ideas, but we in this country should also have the temerity to 


explore fresh fields. 


It is unfortunate to have to criticize 


what has been a notable achievement in attempting to present 
an exhibition of architecture, but the comment cannot be 
ignored that the majority of the work is competent but pedes- 
trian stuff and does not appear to break new ground. Exhibi- 
tions, as the South Bank site indicates, should foster experiment. 
The FOB site is the first stage of the Stepney-Poplar Recon- 
struction area of 1,945 acres, so may we hope to see in the 
remaining 1,645 acres not only live, but more lively architecture.

Architects’ Registration Act 





Sir,—I have read and re-read with much 
inferest letters which have appeared in the 
JOURNAL regarding various phases of archi- 
tectural practice and its relationship to the 
Architects’ Registration Act. 

I must draw attention to a matter which 
seems to have been overlooked; that is, 
the submission of plans for approval to local 
authorities by persons who, while having 
a flair for draughtsmanship and some know- 
ledge of construction, are rank-and-file 
members of the building trades and who, 
apart from a National Certificate in Build- 
ing, are unqualified as architects. 

Time for action in this direction is much 
overdue. No local authority should accept 
plans unless submitted by an accredited 
person. The rural districts appear to be the 
worst offenders. Moreover, these “ bread- 
and-butter” guineas are very acceptable to 
the provincial architect. 

Is there any direction in the Act and can 
action be taken against these “ trades- 
men”?

A lecture by Lionel Brett 
on New City Centres 
in Europe 


Five years having elapsed since the 
war in Europe ended, it seems an appro- 
priate time, as well as an appropriate 
place, to take a look at some of the pro- 
jects for rebuilding the devastated centres 
of her great cities, to see if we can form 
any inmypression of the way the wind is 
blowing. To do this effectively we shall 
need to take the broadest possible view 
both in space and time, and to hover as it 
were at a great height over these city 
centres, so that we can see their physical 
structure as the embodiment of | their 
history. 
The first thing that must strike anybody 
who surveys this field is the extraordinarily 
unscientific nature of a great many of the 
schemes. The damage at Kiel, for instance, 
though patchy compared with some Ger- 
man cities, is as far as I can remember 
worse than anything in England and cer- 
tainly enough to justify some fundamental 
thinking. Yet the project for rebuilding is 
full of what I can only call howlers, 
chaotic in bone-structure and pure murder 
from the traffic point of view. I suspect 
that a heavy investment in trams has stulti- 
fied creative planning here just as it 
obviously has at Cassel, where again trams 
are an outstanding feature. Unlike Kiel, 
which grew rapidly and chaotically at the 
end of the nineteenth century, Cassel, 
dominated by the most fantastic baroque 
vista in Europe, had a good deal of the 
French manner in its street plan, which 
survives in its new project, the chief 
features of which have existed since the 
eighteeneth century. But once again we 
find no sign of a traffic ring or of the . 
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ceniral precinct such as has become a com- 
monplace in this country. This is the more 
surprising since German cities, with their 
medieval core surrounded in so many 
cases by a splendid Ringstrasse, lend them- 
selves so much more easily than ours do 
to the kind of planning which most people 
think is the best way of safeguarding the 
pedestrian and speeding the ‘motor vehicle. 
If we look at the pian of Dresden, for in- 
stance, as it was, we are at once struck by 
its perfect suitability to modern ideas. 
Here ready made is an inner ring, a middle 
ring and a series of useful radials. The 
railway station is ideally placed on the 
middle ring, and in the centre of it all 
is the perfect pedestrian precinct, pretty 
well impenetrable to wheeled traffic. It 
would be difficult to spoil such a plan, but 
the rebuilding project, I think you will 
agree, succeeds in doing so. A series of 
cross-town short-cuts are inserted so as to 
destroy the usefulness of the two rings, 
and all blown up to colossal boulevard 
widths with really terrifying intersections. 
Pure Haussmann. No roundabouts any- 
where. In front of the ugly Town Hall, 
which is to be retained, is a monumental 
piazza which is a traffic engineer’s night- 
mare. 

This lack of realism and hard thinking is 
not unfortunately confined to Germany. 
Surprisingly enough there are examples of 
it in France. At Tours, for example, there 
were two obvious bombing targets, the 
bridge and the marshalling yards. Damage 
was fairly concentrated, and the town 
needs a new bridgehead and a new station 
approach. To move the station back on 
to the main line was an obvious operating 
economy, and wold clear a _ substantial 
sector of the town for rebuilding. The 
use made of this opportunity has been to 
create two separate systems of radiating 
boulevards reminiscent of the Piazza del 
Popolo. They are unrelated to one another 
and the radiating boulevards lead nowhere. 
There is no attempt at a traffic structure 
for the town as a whole, the new building 
blocks are arbitrary and uneconomic and 
there is no recognition of the existence of 
the motor car. Orleans, with a_ rather 
similar bridgehead problem, has met it by 
a general widening and straightening of its 
existing streets. 


REPLANNING ROTTERDAM 


I come now to some cities about which 
one should speak with less frivolity. The 
fist of these is Rotterdam. Though the 
Germans killed fewer people in Rotterdam 
than the allies, they destroyed more bricks 
and mortar, 11,000 buildings in fact, and 
they left 650 acres, the whole commercial 
centre of the town, completely clear for 
rebuilding. This was not an unmixed dis- 
aster. The great port, whose prosperity is 
bound up with that of the Ruhr and the 
Rhine, has quintupled its population in 
sixty years and its centre was congested 
and ugly, with an uninteresting river front- 
age and a difficult bridgehead problem. So 
far as the outsider can judge, the plan 
meets these difficulties, There is the correct 
contemporary apparatus of multi-tracked 
roads, multi-level crossings and round- 
abouts, and there is a perfectly clear distinc- 
tion between the traffic routes, which are 
really generous (wider than the Champs 
Elysées in some cases), and the little 
pedestrian shopping streets. Moreover the 
plan does promise to make something of 
the river, and to restore to view that gay 
forest of masts and all the fascinating 
nautical equipment which gives a lift to 
the imagination in any port, and which we 
see crowding the waterfront in eighteenth 
century prints. And yet one can not 
escape a feeling of disappointment. The 
tree lined boulevards bordered by hollow 
squares of building could be in Paris, or 
in Brussels. Given a clean slate, is this 
the twentieth century contribution? One 
has to remind oneself of the freedom the

planners possessed. Trams, for instance, 
which seem to be becoming symbols of 
conservative thinking, .are in evidence 
again. If one can define the missing 
element in this Rotterdam plan, I would 
say that it lacks a dominating idea. 


THE INNER RING PRINCIPLE 

We might glance a moment at a great 
English port, Liverpool, where we shall find 
pianning of the same order. This plan 
differs from Rotterdam’s in its more rigid, 
perhaps even exaggerated, adherence to the 
principle of the inner ring, as to the value 
of which in a dockside town it would be 
presumptuous for me to express an opinion 
here. It is in the scale and arrangement of

The difference is striking. The nineteenth- 
century towns of boulevards and alleys have 
vanished from the scene, and we have the 

“superblock ” in its pure form, an oasis 
bounded by fast motorways. Inside it a com- 
plicated formal pattern is worked out, of 
which the elements are low buildings and 
tall and the air between them, paved car 
parks and gardens, and sharply defined 
changes of level. Some things about this 
scheme are immature, but that there is 


nothing unrealistic about it can be proved | 


by an air view of the business centre of 
Los Angeles, a city whose form has been 
dictated not by a dozen planners but by 
a million motorcars. 

Warsaw, to whose tragic story we owe a 
little more than one brief reference, has 
addressed itself to its colossal task on prin- 
ciples not unlike those which I believe we 
should have adopted in similar circum- 
stances. Although two-thirds of its popu- 


| 


lutely straight and direct north-south and 
east-west axes which meet at the central 
Supplemented by parallel routes 
in each direction, of which the road tunnel 
under the old town is the most spectacular, 
these great cross-roads remain the key 
feature of the plan.

INTEGRATING OLD AND NEW 


The clean slate available at Le Havre, 
at Warsaw, at Rotterdam, is only one of 
the problems facing our generation. We 
have also to rebuild old cities in which 
damage is patchy and surviving buildings 
have to be integrated in the design. There 
is a school of thought which believes that 
in doing so we should have regard for the 
intentions of their original builders. For 
Vienna, for example, someone has worked 
out a scheme in the so-called Gothic 
manner to improve those glimpses of the 
spire of St. Stephen’s Church which can 
be had from surrounding streets. This kind 
of minute work is useful enough, and cer- 
tainly more appropriate than putting the 
old Lone on a pedestal in the middle of 
a huge open space. But the trams are 
with us again, and to judge from all these 
weaving lines of traffic, it will be certain 


death to try and look up at the spire. How 
much more intelligent is an English scheme 
by which traffic is deflected right outside 
the abbey precinct, and space created for 
Johnny-head-in-air without any undue

I doubt whether St, George’s Hall, Liver- 
pool, though a decent enough building, will 
be felt to stand up to the fanfare it receives 


this particular problem we have in London 
as good an example as any. As every- 
one knows it was Wrens’ intention that 
St. Paul’s should stand in a symmetrical 
piazza with a long axial approach from the 
west. During the war a committee of the 
Royal Academy proposed to revert to this 
arrangement, although since Wren’s day the 
city had grown on quite different lines. 


| This second attempt to impose upon the 


essentially precinctual and informal charac- 
ter of central London a piece of Parisian 
geometry has failed like its Baroque 


predecessor. In the Holden-Holford plan, 
London’s extraordinarily persistent and 
complicated character wins again. This 


seems to be symbolized by the retention of 
those oblique views of St. Paul’s—from 
N.W., N.E., and S.E.—which have been 
presented to us by a series of accidents; 
not one of its main axes is allowed any 
authority over surrounding streets. I think 
we are right to do this, however many 
ghosts may be disturbed. Time creates its 
own values, to which antiquarians are 
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informal reception. 


blind, and more has been lost than gained 
by well-meaning attempts to carry out the 
intentions of men long dead, whether in a 
country house, a parish church, or a city 
centre. If this is true of planning, still 
more is it true of architecture. We must 
hope that our own will not, in the words 
ef a recent writer, “be so crazed and 
bestial that it must be made to wear a 
mask when it comes into the presence of 
Sir Christopher Wren.” 

I suppose one’s first impression is of 
diversity of aim and style. The argument 
that our period lacks an architectural style 
of its own, irritating though it is to the 
architect, and probably untrue, does gain 
some force from the extraordinary assort- 
ment of plans we have seen, in which 
every dead horse from Julius Cesar to 
Camillo Sitte is revived by somebody. It 
is, | hope, a surprise to English architects, 
who have reached a comfortable if slightly 
smug unansmity upon their happy mean, to 
find foreigners still gesticulating wildly and 
rushing to every extreme. I must say that 
I am glad they do. Western Europe may 
look insignificant now-a-days on the geo- 
pokitical map of the world, but it still 
seethes with more ideas, and expresses it- 
self in more varied accents, than either of 
the vast empires that occupy the rest of 
the world. 


THE USE OF A WATERFRONT 
Among the few points of agreement 
among the plans is the attempt to make 
something of the waterfront. A_ great 
many cities which owed their origin to a 
great river or harbour frontage had allowed 
that frontage to get cluttered up with in- 
dustrial impedimenta, turned their back on 
it, and looked in some other direction. 
Kiel, Tours, Orleans, Rotterdam, Warsaw, 
Stalingrad, Hull, Le Havre and Maubeuge, 
as well as London, are examples I have 
already referred to, and there are many 
others. It is good to know that this splen- 
did city of Bristol is not one of them, and 
proposes to place its new public buildings, 
set among trees and lawns, in the bend of 
the Avon. Water is architecture’s most 
flattering admirer and slave, and it is 
high time that it was brought into service 
again.

problems were involved :—(a) the general pattern 
of residential, industrial, commercial and open space 
had to be determined. (6) The Chrisp Street Market 
area had to be maintained and improved. (c) Consi- 
derable through traffic had to be diverted round the 
neighbourhood and the side roads off the East India 
Dock Road reduced in number. (d) Residential 
units had to be defined each with its nucleus of local 
shops. (e) Suitable positions had to be found for 
schools and other public buildings. It was decided 
to provide positions for 150 stalls, including 48 cov- 
ered stalls, in the new market place. It was decided 
to replace the street market as a market square with 
stalls in the centre and shops all round. The layout 
also includes two public houses, a cafe, public con- 


veniences and a small garden with seats.

It was decided to carry out the reconstruction of 
Lansbury in four stages, the first of which, now being 
undertaken, includes a complete cross section of the 
different kinds of development which will be in- 
cluded in the neighbourhood when finished. This is 
probably the first occasion when so many different 
buildings have been simultaneously designed by 
such a large number of architects working in unison 
under the guidance of a team of planners and the 
success, or otherwise, of their efforts will be an 
interesting indication of the possibilities of this kind 
of collaboration. Each architect was asked to 
conform to the general massing and grouping already 
agreed upon and in the case of the housing blocks, to 
a fairly definite allocation of the different types. 


If he felt that the grouping could be improved he 
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was at liberty to say so and in some cases considerable 
variations were agreed. Most of the architects 
gncerned co-operated willingly and restrained their 
freedom of design to the extent necessary to achieve 
the unity of the whole group. An attempt has been 
made to apply the same unifying process to the land- 
sping treatment and the street furniture. The 
general lines of the massing of trees was laid down 
and each architect worked out his individual treat- 
ment, which was then modified as necessary to fit 
into the general picture. Whatever may be adjudged 
to be the success of this process in achieving an 
integrated environment, the LCC believe that the 
architects concerned have not been prevented from 


producing characteristic and individual designs. 


The total cost of the development comprising the 
Live Architecture Exhibition is approximately 
£1,600,000. The following planning staff are 
engaged on this work.

PLAN.—The new primary and nursery schools, 
which will occupy an island site of three acres are 
designed to accommodate 320 juniors and 200 
infants in the main building and 80 infants in a 
separate single storey building, which forms the 
nursery school. The juniors occupy the eight class- 
rooms on the first floor and the iafants the five clas: 
rooms on the ground floor of the main block, with the 
remainder of the classroom block ground floor 
occupied by the common dining room and kitchen. 
The two assembly halls are placed one above the 
other and are approached on each floor from the 
classroom block. At the junction of these blocks 
there is an administrative wing projecting north- 
wards. The classroom block is designed so that 
classrooms and lavatories on both levels get cross 
lighting and ventilation, the first floor rooms being 
approached by bridges across a light well. Quiet 
garden and outdoor teaching areas are provided on 


the south side and outside the assembly halls. 


CONSTRUCTION.—The classroom block is 
planned on an 8 ft. 3 in. grid and constructed with a 
light welded steel framework, faced externally with 
8 ft. 3 in. by 1 ft. 4 in. by 2} in. spar faced concrete 
slabs. Floors and roofs are formed of precast con- 
crete units spanning between beams. The steel- 
work of the ground floor is protected against fire by 
gypsum plaster on expanded metal. All ceilings 
are of wood wool. The end walls of this block are 
of yellow stock bricks, which are used as the struc- 
tural material for the remainder of the building with 
the exception of the assembly hall group. This is 
constructed of reinforced concrete and steel, with 
stock brick and Hornton stone facings, and is roofed 


with copper on low pitched steel trusses. The

The school is a three-form entry senior modern 
Roman Catholic school for about 450 boys and girls 
from II to 15 years of age. A setting of trees and 
lawns is provided at the entrance with shrubs and 
trees protecting the classroom from the playground, 
which is to be light red in colour. The dining hall 
looks out over a pool to a small garden adjoining the 
proposed pedestrian way which is to take the place 
of the existing street on the east boundary. The 


classrooms and special rooms are arranged in three 
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two-storey “T” shaped blocks with staircases at 
the junctions. These blocks are connected by a 
corridor on the first floor, at which level all indoor 
circulation takes place, allowing cross lighting and 
ventilation for ground floor teaching rooms. The 
entrance hall forms a link between the cloakrooms 
and the gymnasium and assembly hall block. The 
stage has daylighting from the sides for drama classes 
and a low ceiling to assist the acoustics. The stage 
apron can either form steps running the full width of 
the hall or provide stepped platforms for an orchestra. 
The medical and common rooms are over the 
dining and kitchen accommodation to form a 
separate unit linked to the entrance hall and con- 
nected by a first floor corridor to the rest of the 
school. Cross lighting is provided in the special 
rooms while the classrooms have top lights and low 
windows on one side protected by overhanging eaves 
to keep the sun off the desks in the summer months. 
The school will be constructed with an exposed 
reinforced-concrete frame and load bearing brick 


end walls.

Road Research Technical Paper No. 17, 
published recently, describes investigations 
into the effectiveness of rollers and other 
types of soil-compacting machinery in com- 
pacting five typical British soils: a heavy 
clay, a silty clay, a sandy clay, a sand 
and a gravel-sand-clay. The investigations 
were carried out on a large circular covered 
track giving close control over the rolling 
and soil-moisture conditions. The report de- 
scribes the performance of the different 
types of plant in relation to the moisture 
content of the soil, the number of passes 
required to obtain a given degree of com- 
paction and the thickness of the layer. The

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report contains 24 figures and 12 tables. It 
is published for the DSIR by HMSO, price 
ls. 6d. (by post Is. 8d.). 


Road Research Technical Paper No. 18, 
“ Concrete kerbs: causes and prevention of 
failures,” published for the DSIR_ by 
HMSO, price 9d. (by post 10d.), describes 
investigations carried out over the past three 
years in a co-operative research with the 
Cement and Concrete Association with the 
objects of finding the causes of failure and 
remedies. In all the kerbs 
studied the concrete was compacted by hand 
or by vibration; no failures of pressed kerbs 
have been reported to the laboratory. The 
chief agency producing damage appeared 
to be frost; failure could not be related to 
the site conditions nor to the type of aggre- 
gate used. The faulty kerbs showed, on the 
whole, a higher absorption of water after 
10 minutes’ soaking than the sound kerbs. 
Most of the failures were traced to easily 
remediable errors in manufacture, such as 
faulty batching of the aggregates, too low 
a cement content, and, most commonly, too 
high a water/cement ratio. Practical sug- 
gestions for avoiding these errors are in- 
cluded in the paper. 


A new factory to make latex foam 
cushioning is about to be opened by Dunlop 
on the Hirwaun Trading Estate in South 
Wales. A group of buildings has been 
acquired by arrangement with the Board of 
Trade, giving a floor area of more than 
250,000 sq. ft. When factory is in full pro- 
duction it will employ 900 people, most of 
them men. This will ease the employment 
situation in a development area, as was 
done when the Dunlopillo works were 
opened on Merseyside, where extensions 
recently announced will more than quad- 
ruple the pre-war production of latex foam 
cushioning.
